State College. At nineteen he 
taught the public school in the 
school district where he was born 
and with the proceeds spent two 
terms in the Bowling Green Nor- 
mal School. After that in Sept. 
1S88, with between fifty and six- 
ty dollars only, he entered the 
State College at Lexington and 
worked at (xld hours on the Ex- 
periment farm at 10 cents per 
hour for three years to pay for 
books, clothing, etc. For one 
year more he assisted in the 
Chemical Department of the 
College at the same meager 
wages, and the fifth year assist- 
ed in the Bilogical Department 
and graduated in the degree of

timo to time, lest we forget - have deeds in fee simple to their 
farms, and yet the tobacco growers of Kentucky are neither more 
nor less than tenants of the Trust monopoly. 

We have, on occasions more than one, heard it remarked, "The 
tobacco ^rrowers of Kentucky don’t deserve lejful protection. They 
could protect themselves by co operation." 

While that last sentence is true, rightly considered the tobacco 
throwers of Kentucky are entitled to the fulle.st le>.fal protection 
wlietlier tin y co-oper.ite or f.iil to co-opt rale. They p.iy ta.xes for 
Iiroti'ction - tin* State is uilijrent in the collection of taxes, and yet 
tho Slate complacetUly stands aloof while a thievintt monopoly, 
year after year for twelve lon>r years, robs and plunders the tob 
acco growers of the State. 

t'ooiieration has saved for the tobacco tjrowers of Kentucky 
milli ms of dollar-i, anil yet it is a burning; shame that the ffrowers 
are aliandoned by the .State to the devices of cootieration. Full, 
hearty and harmonous co-oyeration has todate l>een frustrated by 
the machinations of the Totiacco monop<i|y, 

CO Ol’KKATlVH MAKKKTING 

The farmer of toilay must be a man of brains who is not alone 
callable of producin>r the maximum crop, but whoalso has the busi- 
ness aliility to disiHise of his prtKlucts to the very best advantage 
to obtain the maxim return. 

The system which allows the purchaser alone to set the price 
on farm pnalucts. Heretofore the purchaser alone has set the 
price on farm pHslucts. The time will come when the farmer 
through co-operation will have something to say about prices. 

Have you given the matter of marketing your produce the 
same careful thought that you have to making it grow? If not 
you are doing yourself as well as your neighlxjr an injury. 

The ipiestion which naturally arises is. can you alone accom- 
plish results? Perhajis you can help some, but would not results 
come more cjuickly and be more permanent by means of co-operat- 
ion with your neighlnirs. 

By this co operation would you not be benefiting the entire 
community in which yov live and therefore make it a more desire- 
able place in which to live? 

It is not alone your individual profit which should be guarded 
but your noighlMirs as well. You reap a benefit from his profit as 
well as from your own. We must not be selfish about our own 
gain if we would prosper. 

To finally sum up the matter, wc w’oi.ild say to the members 
of the Association that we must try to get the members of the 
small p<sils and the non-poolers to come in and help us to form a 
strong working immiI for the 1!»12 crop, and unljgs we can do this, 
the disjKJsition among the lopal members is th*they had best re- 
main out of the |HK)I and all sell individually on the open market 
We know that it is best for ours and all interests that the tobacco 
crop of 1!M2 Ih‘ {MHiled. and all sold and managed as a whole, for 
we are sure by this means we will receive better prices and all w’ill 
lie materially benefited by it, but unless we can accomplish the 
‘ IMHiling in thew* five (’ounties of j ractically the entire tobaccocrop, 
we do not feel it would U* best to pay extienses to maintain a pool 
of one-half or two-thirds of the growth of the l'.tl2 crop. 

We are ready, willing and anxious to form this |k)o 1 , and we 
Is'g all th«* non-members and other associations to unite with us 
for if they cannot see their way to do this, we fear a dissolution of 
the Stemming Ihstrict Association for r.H2 will have to be refer- 
red to the membership for iwtion. Of course it is not our power 
I as your Executive jtoard to dissolve the pool, but as said above.
